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SEVEN YEAR OLB BOY 
KILLED BY STREET CAR 


Wilmot Ecker, Pupil at Alexander 
Taylor School, Run Over and Al- 
most Instantly Killed by Car—tIn- 
quest Being Held This Afternoon, 


Wilmot Becker, the seven-year-old 
son of P. BWeker, grocer 843 Jusper 
avenue east, and who reg ded with his 
parents at 550 Clara sireet, was run 
over by street car at 9:15 yesterdey 
morning in front of the Alexander 
Taylor school, and almost Instantly 
killed, 

It appears from the stories of chil- 
dren, fellow pupils of the deceased, 
who saw the accident, that Wilmot 
Ecker was running across Jasper ave- 
nue from the north to the south side 
of the street with a hockey stick in 
his hand. A Highlands car, going 
east, was approaching at the time, and 
although the little boy passed safely 
in front of the car, the hook of his 
stick caught on some part of the front 
of the car, with the 
check given to the lad, swung him off 
his balance, and back under the 
wheels of the car. The car, which 
was No, 36, was operated by Motor- 
man Olenberg, the conductor's name 
being Tabbot. 

It was stated that the car was go- 
ing at an ordinary speed at the time 
of the accident. Immediately after 
the accident occurred Mr. Hughes, 
manual instructor at the Alexander 
Taylor school, who was nearby, ran 
to the spot and the little fellow was 
carried into the office of the McInnis 
Lumber Company, Limited, and the 
ambulance telephored for. The city 
ambulance responded to the call, and 
& minute and a half after the call 
Was received, was on the spot, The 
body was taken to Connelly and Mec- 
Kinley'’s parlors, and the coroner was 
notified. Dr, Forin decided to hold an
